Report  of  Librarian  for  the  Years  1895-96. 


To  the  Honorable  Cornelius  Hedges,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Historical  Society  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Sir: — For  the  information  of  your  honorable  Board  I  have  the  honor 
to  present  to  vonr  consideration  the  l^hird  Biennial  Report  of  the  Li- 
brarian of  the  Historical  Society  of  the  State  of  Montana  to  cover  the 
operations  of  this  institution  during  the  years  1895-'96,  which  have 
elapsed  since  the  publication  of  its  Second  Report  by  the  former  Li- 
brarian,  the  late  Harry  S.  Wheeler. 

Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  this  office  on  i^ovember  6th,  1895,  the 
Librarian  was  confronted  by  a  mass  of  routine  work  that  had  accumu- 
lated during  Mr.  "Wheeler's  illness,  while,  at  the  same  time,  the  unfin- 
ished condition  of  Volume  2  of  our  historical  contributions,  Avhich  was 
then  in  process  of  publication  by  the  Society,  made  urgent  demands 
upon  his  time  and  attention.    Mr.  AYheeler  had  edited  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  manuscript  for  the  volum.e  and  supervised  its  print- 
ing to  page  140,  from  which  point  it  became  the  duty  of  the  present 
Librarian  to  carry  on  the  work  of  publication  to  its  completion.  Ad- 
ditional manuscript  was  prepared  and  edited  and  the  book  gotten  out 
at  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  but  it  was  finished,  however,  only  after 
some  unavoidable  delays.    Since  then  he  has  been  occupied  with 
duties  incident  to  carrying  on  the  regular  work  of  the  Society,  and,  in 
addition  thereto,  has  endeavored  to  increase  the  number  of  volumes, 
]>amphlets,  and  Montana  newspapers  of  tlu^  library  and,  more  purlieu 
larly,  to  gather  from  various  sources  material  of  intcM-est  and  \  ;diic  rd 
ative  to  the  history  and  development  of  onr  Territory  ;ind  Sl:ilc,  in  col 
lect  and  preserve  original,  accnratc,  iinpiirl  i;d  Icslimony  on  ;dl  iii.'iilcrs

ent civilization — the  explorers,  traders,  and  trapperB  of  the  past,  the 
prospectors  and  miners,  the  farmers  and  state-builders  of  the  genera- 
tion now  passing  away, — and  aught  that  may  be  of  interest  and  value 
in  the  future  regarding  the  lives  and  actions  of  those  of  the  present 
period  who  have  been  or  may  be  connected  with  the  affairs  of  moment 
in  the  life  of  our  young  and  vigorous  Commonwealth. 

In  carrying  out  this  plan  many  letters  have  been  written  to  old-tim- 
ers and  pioneers  of  this  region,  to  many  of  their  relatives  and  descend- 
ents  wherever  they  were  located,  and  to  numerous  other  individuals 
who  by  any  chance  might  be  able  to  furnish  to  the  Society  material  re- 
lating to  Montana  of  an  historical  or  descriptive  nature,  whether  in 
the  form  of  letters,  diaries,  reminiscences  and  memoirs,  essays  and  nar- 
ratives, chronicles,  biographies,  or  in  whatsoever  form  it  might  be. 
Literary  finish,  although  most  acceptable  in  an  article,  is  not  nor  has  it 
been  required  of  contributors;  for  the  reason  that  some  of  the  most 
interesting  incidents  connected  with  the  early  history  of  this  region 
have  happened  to  persons  who  rarely  took  the  recording  pen  in  hand 
and  whose  lives  were  such  as  almost  entirely  to  deny  them  its  use.  Con- 
tributions along  the  above  lines,  such  as  detail  facts,  are  earnestly  de- 
sired, and  it  is  hoped  that  no  person  will  hesitate  to  send  in  their  record 
of  events  because  he  or  she  may  be  unable  to  write  it  down  correctly; 
for  once  in  the  possession  of  facts  the  Society  is  well  able  to  arrange 
them  properly,  where  such  arrangement  is  deemed  advisable.  The  Li- 
brarian is  pleased  to  state  that  his  efforts  in  this  direction  have  proven 
successful,  in  that  the  Historical  Society  has  recently  become  possessed 
of  a  number  of  original  manuscripts  with  the  promise  of  more  to  come 
in  the  near  future.  This  work  will  be  continued  in  the  future  as  in 
the  past,  and  it  is  here  requested  that  all  who  possess  such  material  as 
should  be  saved  will  see  to  it  that  in  some  form  it  comes  into  possession 
of  the  society. 


THE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY. 


This  Society  has  been  in  existence  as  a  corporate  institution  for 
nearly  thirty-two  years,  during  which  period  we  have  seen  Montana 
expand  from  a  wilderness  and  the  abode  of  the  nomad  tribes  to  become 
the  home  of  an  advanced  and  enlightened  civilization,  fostering  the 
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arts  of  peace  and  in  whieh  indnstry  and  prosperity  go  hand  in  hand. 
It  ha^  been  the  duty  and  privilege  of  the  Society  since  its  organization 
to  gather  and  preserve  for  the  futnre  historian  who  may  wiite  of  these 
times  mnch  of  the  records  of  their  vast  and  far-reaching  events;  and  in 
the  face  of  many  disconragements  and  nntoward  circnmstances  it  has 
steadfastly  endeavored  to  fnlfil  the  aims  of  its  projectors  and  the  hopes 
of  its  friends.  Fire  destroyed  mnch  of  its  first  and  almost  invalnahle 
collections,  and  time  and  change  are  placing  beyond  onr  reach  mnch 
that  shonld  be  preserved  in  connection  with  the  earlier  conditions :  the 
fanna  of  this  region,  now  rapidly  disappearing  or  already  having  be- 
come extinct  within  the  last  few  years;  the  ntensils  and  weapons,  the 
dress  and  ornaments  of  the  Indian  tribes,  or  the  varions  objects  which 
might  serve  to  enlighten  ns  upon  the  Archaeology  and  Ethnology  of 
the  E"orthwest;  and  such  narratives  and  relics  as  would  be  of  future 
interest  which  deal  with  the  lives  and  works  of  the  early  dwellers  and 
travellers  in  this  section  or  tend  to  illustrate  some  incident  in  its  history. 

The  old  affairs  of  the  frontier  are  fast  disappearing  and  the  new  come 
in  to  take  their  place;  the  frontier  itself  has  passed  into  the  Pacific  sea; 
the  countless  vast  herds  of  bison  have  gone,  and  the  deer  and  elk,  the 
big-horn  and  the  prong-horn  yearly  shrink  in  numbers;  the  free  rov- 
ing life  of  the  Indian  is  being  exchanged  within  the  reservations  for 
that  of  "hewers  of  wood  and  draw^ers  of  water,"  and  the  barbaric  splen- 
dor that  once  made  his  race  so  picturesque  is  even  now  seldom  seen  and 
will  soon  be  known  but  in  the  more  fortunate  museums;  the  trappers 
and  traders  with  the  tales  of  their  romantic  lives  and  their  reminiscen- 
ces of  stirring  times  along  the  "untrodden  ways;"  the  accounts  and  ex- 
periences of  those  who  "blazed  the  trails"  into  this,  then,  terra  inco(j- 
nita  and  founded  the  government  upon  which  our  present  statehood 
is  builded;  these  are  all  passing  beyond  our  view.    This  state  was  the 
last  stronghold  of  a  warrior  race,  within  our  borders  were  played  the 
closing  scenes  in  the  drama  enacted  by  the  contending  forceps  of  barbar- 
ism and  civilization  upon  this  continent,  and  throngh  the  fiiliii-c  clirou- 
icles  will  Montana  be  known  as  the  land  of  western  i-oiiiaiicc ;  she 
whose  soil  is  consecrated  by  the  blood  of  a  kniglil  I  v  ( ^ustor's  hand; 
where  Logan,  Bradley,  English  and  their  comrades  died,  w  Ik  iv  Ihilc 
and  Biddle  fell;  where  Miles  and  riil)b(>ii  and  Ci-ook  ;in<l  Howard  and 
Sully  campaigned;  over  wliosc  nionntain^  and  llirniiL!li  \\li'»>c  \  ;dlcys 
and  defiles  passed  the  waia-ior  d o.<c| »li  nn  ilmi  maivli  ilic  hkc  ol  \\lii<-li 
few  ages  can  boast;  npon  who-c  i-nlliiiL'  |»rairi('-  liaiilr.l  .-hkI  d-.un-ird 
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the  fierce  hosts  of  Gall  and  Crazy  Horse  and  Red  Cloud,  of  Lame  Deer 
and  Two  Moons  and  countless  other  chieftains,  and  of  that  unscru]:*- 
nlons  schemer,  Sitting  Bull  the  medicine  man;  and  upon  whose  kindly 
bosom  sleeps  many  a  nameless  hero  of  our  early  time.  What  a  vast 
mass  of  wonderfully  interesting  and  valuable  material  might  be  gath- 
ered. Already  much  from  our  past  that  we  should  possess  is  irretriv- 
ably  lost  to  us ;  but  much  still  remains  which  in  a  few  years  will  be  be- 
yond our  recall,  and  we  here  make  our  earnest  appeal  to  all  Montani- 
ans,  individually  and  collectively,  to  aid  us  in  the  laudable  enterprise 
of  saving  to  the  State  such  proper  material  as  may  now  be  obtained. 
Montana  has  given  much  that  was  valuable  to  outside  institutions, 
heretofore,  and  too  little  has  been  saved  for  the  use  of  her  own  people. 
Let  us  do  in  this  direction  what  we  can  for  our  own  state,  by  adding 
our  contributions  to  her  history  through  the  Historical  Society  or  by 
placing  some  object  of  interest  in  its  custody  to  be  preserved  for  the 
benefit  of  present  and  future  Montanians.  This,  the  Historical  Soci- 
ety of  the  State  of  Montana,  is  a  state  institution,  it  belongs  absolutely 
to  the  people  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  they  should,  one  and  all, 
take  a  personal  pride  and  interest  in  its  development  and  in  advancing 
its  aims.  Because  of  its  character  and  because  it  is  a  state  institution, 
the  Society  naturally  becomes  the  proper  custodian  of  all  matters  and 
objects  of  interest  and  historic  value  relating  to  Montana.  A  record 
of  all  that  comes  into  our  possession  is  kept,  wherein  the  gift  is  de- 
scribed and  the  name  of  its  donor  entered. 

In  order  the  better  to  inform  the  friends  and  patrons  of  the  Society 
as  to  its  needs  and  somewhat  as  to  the  class  of  material  most  desired, 
the  following  enumeration,  taken  in  part  from  V olume  1  of  its  Contri- 
butions, is  here  given : 

1.  Original  contributions  of  hitherto  unpublished  manuscripts  and 
diaries,  of  an  historical  or  descriptive  nature,  dealing  with  incidents 
and  events  connected  with  the  early  settlement  and  development  of 
Montana;  also  such  as  relate  to  the  wars  and  fights  with  the  Indians 
in  Montana. 

2.  Manuscripts  and  diaries  or  published  reports  concerning  and  de- 
scribing the  various  trading  and  military  forts  and  posts  located  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  present  Montana  and  in  the  surrounding  region, 
and  detailing  events  occurring  in  connection  with  them.  Contribu- 
tions and  publications  concerning  the  history  and  description  of  the 
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trading  posts  in  existence  prior  to  the  settlement  of  the  territory  are 
particularly  desired. 

3.  Manuscripts  and  diaries  or  puhlished  reports  concerning  Gov- 
ernment expeditions  across  the  continent,  to  the  Kocky  Mountains,  or 
up  the  Missouri,  Columbia,  or  Mississippi  rivers;  those  passing  into 
and  through  what  is  now  Montana  being  especially  desired. 

4.  Manuscripts  and  dairies  or  ]:)Td)lisbed  reports  of  private  expe- 
ditions of  adventure  or  business  upon  the  plains  or  to  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains. 

5.  Manuscripts  and  diaries  or  sketches  of  travel  and  venture  within 
the  bonntlaries  of  Montana  or  in  tlie  surrounding  regions,  and  pub- 
lished Avorks  of  a  similar  nature. 

6.  Original  contributions  and  ])ublished  works  dealing  with  the 
fur  trade,  or  giving  the  histories  of  the  Northwest  Fur  Company,  the 
Columbia  Fur  Company,  the  Pacific  Fur  Company,  the  American  Fur 
C/om]:>any,  the  Missouri  Fin'  Company,  the  Hudson  Bay  Company,  and 
of  the  independent  expeditions  of  Captain  Wyeth,  Major  Pilcher,  Cap- 
tain Bonneville  and  others. 

7.  Information  as  to  the  location  of  the  various  trading  posts  and 
forts  of  the  fur  companies  along  the  Yellowstone,  Columbia,  and  Mis- 
souri, and  their  tributaries;  also  on  the  upper  Saskatchewan. 

8.  Biographies  of  missionaries  and  the  leading  traders  and  trappers 
connected  with  the  fur  trade. 

9.  Biographies  of  the  Pioneers  of  Montana  and  contributions  and 
diaries  detailing  their  travels  and  experiences  in  this  region;  also  bi- 
ographies of  Territorial  and  State  othcers  and  other  persons  Avhose 
names  are  connected  with  important  affairs  in  our  history. 

10.  Contributions  and  information  concerning  tlie  settlement  of 
towns,  prospecting  expeditions  and  the  discovery  of  mines,  and  de- 
scriptions of  current  events,  as  seen  from  day  to  day. 

11.  Histories  of  the  Indian  trilx^s,  and  siicli  special  inforiiinl loii  as 
to  the  tribes  of  the  plains  and  the  Rocky  Mountains  as  will  illiisli-atc 
their  characteristics,  or  give  information  of  tlieii-  wars,  migi-at ions,  ex- 
peditions, treaties,  reservations,  luinting  gi'onn(ls,clii('rs  and  nnmbcrs, 
with  information  of  missionary  hdxtrs  in  llicii-  bcliall. 

12.  Histories  and  other  j)nl)lications  on  Abmlana  and  I  lie  snia-onnd - 
in 2"  regions ;  also  Americana  and  general  liisl(»i-\-. 

13.  Legislative  jonrnals  of  1  lie  Si  ales  a  nd  'IViTiloric-  imd-  i'  l  Ik- 
jurisdiction  of  wlii(dj  Montana  was  al  any  linic  prioi'  lo  I  Mi  1. 
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14.  Files  of  newspapers,  complete  or  partial,  and  single  numbers, 
heretofore  published  in  Montana,  particularly  of  the  earlier  papers 
printed  in  the  Territory.  The  lire  of  January  9th,  1874,  destroyed 
the  files  then  in  the  possession  of  the  Society  and  it  is  greatly  desired  to 
obtain  such  others  of  the  same  period  as  are  in  existence. 

15.  Maps,  of  Montana  and  the  Missouri,  Mississippi,  Columbia  and 
Saskatchewan  valleys  and  water-sheds;  particularly  the  earlier  maps, 
and  detailed  maps  showing  the  routes  of  explorers  and  of  campaigns 
through  this  region  and  of  the  battle-fields  in  and  near  Montana. 

16.  Books  for  its  library — historical,  biographical  or  otherwise. 
The  library,  under  restrictions  adopted  to  preserve  it  intact,  is  for  the 
use  of  our  citizens  generally. 

lY.  Statistical  and  historical  documents  of  the  States  and  Terri- 
tories, published  by  them. 

18.  Catalogues  of  works  relating  to  American  history,  and  any  in- 
formation of  books  or  manuscripts  of  local  interest  to  the  Society. 

19.  Contributions  to  its  cabinet.  As  this  is  the  only  cabinet  of  a 
permanent  public  society  preserved  for  the  whole  State,  it  is  hoped  that 
whatever  is  aj)propriate,  curious  and  rare  will  be  preserved  therein,  and 
no  longer  scattered  abroad. 

20.  Contributions  to  its  picture  gallery — paintings  and  portraits 
of  the  Pioneers  of  Montana,  the  Territorial  and  State  officials,  and  all 
other  persons  of  whatever  degree  who  have  been  connected  with  im- 
portant events  in  our  history.  Pictures  of  objects,  localities  and  events 
intimately  connected  with  the  settlement  and  development  of  Mon- 
tana, and  of  the  early  trappers  and  traders  and  of  trading  and  military 
forts  and  posts  of  this  region  are  greatly  desired. 

A  library  has  been  gathered  which  contains  many  valuable  and  in- 
teresting Avorks  of  an  historical  nature  connected  with  the  winning  of 
the  West.  Among  the  more  interesting  volumes  of  the  collection  may 
be  noted  the  reports  and  collections  of  a  number  of  the  important  His- 
torical Societies  of  the  United  States;  four  sets  of  original  publications 
of  Lewis  and  Clarke's  travels  in  1804-5-6,  these  being  a  two-volume 
edition  published  in  Philadelphia  in  1814,  with  map;  a  one- volume 
edition,  London,  1814;  a  three-volume  edition,  London,  1815,  with 
map;  and  the  large  four-volume,  indexed,  edition,  with  maps  and  illus- 
trations edited  by  Elliott  Coues  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and 
published  by  Francis  P.  Harper,  Ncav  York,  1893;  also  Jacob's  The 
Life  and  Times  of  Patrick  Gass,  sole  sur^dvor  of  LeAvis  and  Clark's  ex- 
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peditioii,  piiblislied  at  WelLsluirg,  Ya.,  in  1859;  Bradbury's  Travels 
in  the  Interior  of  America,  Liverpool,  1817,  (In  this  work  was  first 
published  the  tale  of  the  wonderful  escape  from  the  Blackfeet  Indians 
of  John  Colter,  formerly  one  of  Lewis  and  Clark's  party) :  Charlevoix's 
flournal  of  a  Voyage  to  I^orth- America,  Y.  1  and  2,  London,  1761; 
Lahonton's  New  Yoyages  to  America^  Yol.  1  and  2,  London,  1735;

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County  Pioneer  Associations  will  do  all  tliat  lies  within  tlieir  power  to 
collect  material  of  interest  and  value  bearing  upon  the  experiences  of 
their  members  or  upon  public  events  with  which  they  are  conversant, 
such  as  took  place  within  this  region,  for,  otherwise,  much  valuable 
material  will  be  lost  to  us.  We  would  suggest  that  the  presidents  and 
other  members  of  the  organizations  take  the  matter  in  hand,  especially 
among  the  County  and  local  societies,  and  that  they  personally  inter- 
view all  such  individuals  as  by  any  chance  might  be  able  to  contribute 
something  of  value  and  urge  upon  them  the  necessity  of  recording  any 
facts  in  their  possession  worthy  of  being  preserved.  The  Society  ap- 
preciates that  many  refrain  from  doing  so  either  because  of  the  lack 
of  time  or  of  the  ability  to  set  down  much  that  they  otherwise  might 
in  such  manner  as  they  would  wish  to.  As  to  the  former,  we  feel 
certain  that,  were  they  to  begin,  they  would  find  that  the  work  did  not 
seriously  interfere  with  their  affairs,  and,  as  to  the  latter  class,  if  they 
will  give  to  us  the  facts  in.  their  possession  in  such  form  as  they  may  be 
able,  no  matter  how  faulty  the  language,  we  assure  them  that  their  con- 
tributions will  be  thankfully  received  and  that,  thereby,  they  will  be 
doing  a  duty  to  their  State  which  should  be  performed.  And  from  all 
other  persons  who  may  possess  such  material  as  should  be  preserved 
in  connection  with  the  history  of  Montana,  the  Historical  Society 
cordially  invites  contributions.  The  Librarian  will  gladly  afford  any 
assistance  in  his  poAver  to  those  who  may  desire  it  in  the  preparation  of 
papers  for  publication  by  the  Society. 


CONTRIBUTIONS  TO  THE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  OF  HONTANA. 

While  it  is  primarily  the  aim  and  work  of  the  Historical  Society  to 
collect  and  preserve  historical  and  other  material,  it  is  likewise  its 
province  to  place  that  which  is  obtained,  in  any  way  connected  with 
the  story  of  the  settlement  and  development  of  Montana,  or  that  con- 
cerns the  lives  of  her  people,  in  some  permanent  and  convenient  form 
for  distribution,  for  the  purpose  of  disseminating  among  her  citizens 
and  the  general  public  the  information  that  has  been  gathered.  The 
better  to  carry  out  this  plan  the  Society  publishes  a  volume  of  its 
papers  under  the  title  of  "Contributions  to  the  Historical  Society  of 
Montana,''  in  which,  besides  the  historical,  biographical,  and  descrip- 
tive matter  contained,  is  incorporated  its  transactions,  act  of  incorpor- 
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ation,  ordinances,  officers  and  members,  and  all  Legislative  enactments 
affecting  its  welfare. 

T^j  the  excliange  of  its  pnblislied  Contributions  for  tlie  collections 
of  other  Historical  Societies  and  Associations  this  institntion  possesses 
a  means  of  adding  largely  to  its  library,  whereby  is  received  much  ma- 
terial relating  to  the  liistory  of  the  various  states  and  localities  of  the 
United  States.  Many  of  the  exchanges  received  are  of  great  value, 
and  many  interesting  papers  are  thus  obtained.  Our  exchange  list  al- 
ready contains  the  names  of  some  of  the  more  important  Historical  So- 
cieties of  the  country,  and  the  Librarian  is  constantly  endeavoring  to 
add  to  the  nund:>er.  Since  the  publication  of  our  Volume  2  of  Contri- 
butions the  returns  to  the  library  by  way  of  exchange  have  increased 
materially. 

The  Society  makes  no  ])retence  of  publishing  a  connected  account 
of  the  series  of  events  that  have  taken  place  relative  to  the  history  of 
Montana,  both  before  and  since  its  orgainzation  as  a  Territory,  nor  yet 
beyond  a  certain  point,  as  to  its  correctness,  is  an  attempt  made  to 
Aveigli  and  sift  what  has  been  gathered,  nor  do  we  draw  conclusions  as 
to  the  relative  importance  of  the  events  narrated,  or  follow  out  in  them 
the  relation  between  cause  and  effect;  for  that  enters  within  the  domain 
of  the  historian.  It  is  not  a  history  that  tins  institution  publishes,  but 
rather,  in  a  series  of  articles  on  various  subjects  connected  with  the 
history  of  this  region  and  the  lives  of  its  people,  while  information 
relative  thereto  lies  within  our  reach,  it  endeavors  to  ])lacein  the  way  of 
the  future  historian  a  mass  of  important  and  reliable  data  for  the  com- 
ing work.  Many  of  these  writings  are  in  the  form  of  reminiscences,  a 
number  of  them  are  diaries,  and  in  tliem  for  the  greater  part  some 
phases  of  the  experiences  and  trials  of  the  citizens  of  Montana  dnring 
the  formative  period  of  its  civlization  are  touched  u])on.  M  ncli  of  the 
contained  matter  is  of  abiding  interest  and  some  portions  t  hci-coi"  rend 
like  romances,  while  all  of  it  is  valuable  and  worthy  of  being  pn^scrvcd. 
The  Society  may  well  congratulate  itself  npon  flic  liigli  clwinictcr  of 
the  contributions  heretofore  ])ublislicd  by  it,  jind  iiuiiiy  ciKMimiiiiiis 
have  been  received  from  varions  sources  for  llic  excellence  of  ilic  nui 
terial.

placed  in  our  possession  a  very  full  collection  of  the  newspapers  that 
have  been  published  in  Montana  since  the  initial  number  of  The  Mon- 
tana Post  was  issued  in  Virginia  City  on  the  27th  of  August,  1864. 
With  but  few  exceptions  the  papers  now^  in  active  existence  in  the  State 
are  being  regularly  added  to  the  collection,  which  is  now  an  almost  in- 
valuable one  as  it  is  also  one  that  it  would  l)e  inipossil)lc  to  replace. 
They  are  sent  to  us  as  donations,  as  they  have  been  in  the  past,  and  the 
Society  thus  receives  each  year  a  large  amount  of  niaterial  of  tliis  class 
which  contains  the  more  important  domestic  and  foreign  news  and  in 
which  is  recorded  with  considerable  fidelity  tlie  acts  of  oiir  people  nnd 
the  more  notable  events  that  transpire  from  day  to  day  in  tlic  N  jinons 
localities  of  our  State,  and  in  the  surrounding  regions. 

All  newspapers  forwarded  to  us  are  lilcd  and,  :is  (licy  ;i('(MiniMlal(\ 
bound  for  preservation  and  handy  n^ference.  Ainny  ol  Alonhina's 
citizens  find  the  collection  a  great  aid  in  looking  up  inntlci's  (•(.nncctcd 
with  the  history,  the  politics  and  the  industries  of  <Mir  |»:ist  iind  of  the 
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present;  its  records  are  often  consnlted  to  ])rove  questions  that  are 
sometimes  connected  vvitli  matters  of  considerable  importance,  and  nse 
of  it  is  occasionally  made  bv  the  newspaper  manager  when  his  own  files 
have  become  mntilated  and  no  others  are  to  be  fonnd  than  those  be- 
longing to  the  Historical  Society.  While  the  collection  is  of  the  great- 
est value  to  this  institution  it  is  no  donbt  of  considerable  benefit  to  the 
publishers  of  onr  Montana  papers  to  have  their  w^orks  preserved  witli 
the  other  files  that  have  been  gathered,  and  we  hope  onr  newspaper 
friends  will  appreciate  that  the  Society  takes  considerable  pains  and 
is  at  some  expense  to  save  the  material  thus  presented  to  it  by  them  m 
order  that  it  may  be  of  some  fnture  benefit  to  themselves  as  well  as  to 
onr  people  at  large. 

Besides  the  above  donations  by  the  publishers,  the  Society  is  greatly 
indebted  to  Mr.  Frank  C.  Patten,  Librarian  of  the  Helena  Public  Li- 
brary, and  to  Hon.  W.  F.  Sanders  for  files  of  many  Montana  papers  not 
heretofore  in  its  possession.  Of  a  nnmber  of  newspapers  in  the  collec- 
tion the  files  are  either  fragmentary  or  have  only  a  few  numbers  miss- 
ing, and  these  shonld  be  filled  np  before  the  Librarian  has  them  bonnd. 
We  hope  those  who  can  do  so  will  send  in  to  ns  bnndles  of  newspapers 
and  by  so  doing  assist  in  filling  up  the  incomplete  files.  Particularly 
do  we  request  all  who  have  files  or  single  numbers  of  the  earlier 
papers  of  the  'J'erritory  to  send  the  same  to  the  Society,  for  there  are  a 
number  of  earlier  publications  of  which  we  possess  but  few  numbers 
and  of  some  none  at  all.  What  becomes  of  the  ofiice  files,  many  of  which 
are  bound,  of  such  papers  as  for  any  reason  cease  to  be  published?  All 
such  as  are  likely  to  be  lost  or  destroyed  should  be  sent  to  us  for  preser- 
vation, either  as  donations  or  in  trust. 

Upon  its  completion  copies  of  V^olume  2  of  our  Contributions  to  the 
Historical  Society  were  sent  to  ail  the  various  newspapers  then  being 
received  among  the  files  of  the  Society,  for  the  purpose  not  only  of 
showing  our  appreciation  of  their  generosity  but  of  distributing  the 
knowledge  regarding  Montana  and  her  past  contained  in  the  work. 


THE  niSCELLANEOUS  LIBRARY. 

By  Legislative  enactment,  approved  March  9tli,  1893,  the  Miscel- 
laneous Division  of  the  Montana  State  Library  was  "transferred  to  and 
made  part  of  the  Library  of  the  Historical  Society  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana/' and  in  this  way  the  Society  was  placed  in  possession  of  a  large 
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and  valuable  collection  of  public  documents,  both  of  tbe  United  States 
and  of  many  of  tbe  States  and  Territories.  Since  then  the  library 
has  received  many  documents  from  similar  sources,  and  this  portion 
of  the  library  of  the  Historical  Society  is  growing  satisfactorily.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  citizens  of  Montana  will  do  what  they  can  to  assist 
the  growth  of  their  State  Library  and,  in  such  directions  as  it  appears 
to  them  will  increase  its  efficiency  and  add  to  the  mass  of  information 
upon  various  subjects  therein  contained,  that  they  will  make  such  dona- 
tions to  its  collections  as  they  see  fit.  Such  wwks  as  may  be  received 
from  such  sources  will  gladly  be  given  their  places  upon  our  shelves 
and  acknowledgment  made  of  the  same  upon  our  records.

The  Pamphlets  belonging  to  the  library  mimber  nearly  4,000,  of 
which,  however,  there  are  many  duplicates  which  have  not  as  yet  been 
sorted  out.  Of  the  Government  Documents,  those  of  Congress  upon 
our  shelves  number  2,078,  of  which  13  volumes  are  for  15th-34tli,  and 
2,065  volumes  for  35th-53rd  C^ongTesses.  Thus  we  have  missing  from 
a  complete  set  of  these  valuable  documents  902  between  the  15tli  and 
24th,  and  364  volumes  from  the  35th  to  the  53rd  Congresses.  The 
Superintendent  of  Documents,  Hon.  F.  A.  Crandall,  has  inaugurated 
a  Clearing  House  at  Washington  for  the  purpose  of  more  evenly  distri- 
buting the  United  States  Documents  among  tlie  libraries  of  the  country 
whereby  we  have  a  means  of  filling  up  tlie  vacancies  in  our  set  by  re- 
turning to  him  those  duplicates  in  our  possession,  the;  postal  frank  of  the 
Government  Printing  Office  saving  the  (expense  of  transportal  icn  In 
the  Historical  Society.  The  Society  has  on  hand  as  diiplicatcs  nearly 
2,000  bound  volumes,  of  wliich  the  gi-eater  pari  arc  (  Ion criiiiicni  .locii 
ments.  Besides  the  above  list  of  pnblicai  ions  belonging  l<.  ihi^  in^i  iln 
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tion  it  would  be  well  to  state  that,  upon  leaving  for  Ins  post  of  duty  as 
United  States  Minister  to  Uruguay  and  Paraguay,  the  Hon.  Granville 
Stuart,  placed  his  valuable  library  of  648  volumes  in  trust  with  the  So- 
ciety. This  collection  contains  interesting  works  on  many  subjects, 
travel  and  adventure  being  particularly  well  represented. 

The  Librarian  is  at  present  engaged  in  making  out  a  catalogue  of  the 
Library,  in  which  the  various  subjects  will  be  classified  to  such  an  e-x- 
tent  as  will  greatly  aid  those  who  desire  to  look  up  any  particular  mat- 
ter. The  work  will  probably  be  finished  during  the  coming  summer. 
As  to  the  character  of  this  library,  it  is  mainly  one  of  reference,  and 
is  not  a  circulating  library  except  as  provided  by  law  and  as  permis- 
sion is  granted  to  take  books  out  under  the  rules  of  the  institution.  All 
citizens  of  Montana  and  the  visiting  strangers  are  cordially  welcomed 
to  the  rooms,  and  the  Librarian  Avill  be  pleased  to  afford  such  assist- 
ance to  them  in  their  researches  as  he  may  be  able  to  give. 


nUSEUn  AND  RELICS. 


The  collection  of  relics  belonging  to  the  Society  is  not  such  as  the 
State  of  Montana  should  possess,  and  means  shoidd  be  taken  to  augment 
it  by  the  purchase  of  such  relics  of  the  olden  time  as  can  be  obtained. 
Judging  by  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  this  region  within  the 
last  ten  years  it  is  probable  that  in  a  few  years  many  of  the  more  valu- 
able relics  connected  with  past  events  in  the  history  of  this  region  will 
be  unobtainable.  While  it  is  possible  to  get  tliese  valuable  and  inter- 
esting objects  it  would  seem  that  it  should  be  done. 

Indian  Relics  should  be  obtained  for  they  will  soon  have  disappeared 
and  it  is  most  unlikely  that  they  will  ever  again  be  reproduced.  Prob- 
ably the  finest  collection  of  Indian  relics  to  l)e  obtained  in  this  region 
has  for  some  time  been  left  in  the  custody  of  the  Society,  in  trust.  This 
collection  should  be  purchased  now,  for  it  may  be  withdrawn,  and  it 
can  be  obtained  at  the  present  time  for  a  reasonable  sum.  It  would 
seem  to  be  a  wrong  to  allow  it  to  be  finally  disposed  of  to  some  other 
institution. 

The  relics  connected  wdtli  the  settlement  and  development  of  Mon- 
tana are  but  few  that  rest  upon  our  shelves.  In  many  private  collec- 
tions within  the  l)orders  of  the  state  will  be  found  numbers  of  rare  and 
curious  and  valuable  objects  that  are  intimately  connected  with  the

history  of  this  region  and  which  shonld  belong  to  the  Historical  Society. 
The  contents  of  private  collections  may  be  scattered  at  any  time,  and  for 
this  reason  our  people  should  place  the  more  interesting  and  valuable 
curios  in  some  permanent  institution  like  this  Society,  some  State  in- 
stitution where  they  would  not  be  likely  to  become  separated  and  lost 
to  our  fellow  citizens.  .    -  . 


PICTURES  AND  PORTRAITS. 


The  collection  of  portraits  belonging  to  the  Historical  Society  con- 
tains a  considerable  number  of  the  pictures  of  our  pioneers  and  repre- 
sentative citizens,  many  of  whom  are  now  deceased.  Among  the  number 
may  be  mentioned  those  of  our  former  Governors:  James  M.  Ashley, 
Avho  gave  the  name  of  '^Montana"  to  our  State;  Benjamin  F.  Potts; 
Acting  Governor,  Thomas  T.  Meagher,  for  whom  Meagher  County  is 
named;  with  photographs  of  former  Governors  Green  Clay  Smith, 
Preston  H.  Leslie,  Joseph  K.  Toole,  and  our  present  Governor,  John 
E.  Richards.  Besides  this  group  we  have  portraits  of  Hon.  James  Fer- 
gus, for  whom  Fergus  County  was  named,  Granville  Stuart,  our  former 
President  and  now  U.  S.  Minister  to  Uruguay  and  Paraguay,  our  Presi- 
dent Cornelius  Hedges,  George  M.  Pinney,  first  Marshal  of  Montana, 
W.  W.  DeLacy,  who  drew  the  first  map  of  Alontana,  the  original  now 
being  in  the  possession  of  the  Society,  Chief  Justice  D.  C.  Wade,  Jus- 
tice Henry  'N.  Blake,  Judge  Hiram  Ivnowles,  and  of  the  pioneers  W. 
W.  Alderson,  Editor  of  the  Avant  Courier,  A.  M.  Holter,  Malconi 
Clark,  J.  "X."  Beidler,  William  Fayerweatlier  who  first  discovered 
gold  in  Alder  Gulch,  and  numerous  photographs  of  others.  l)esi(]es 
these  the  members  of  the  Constitutional  Convention,  and  of  the  Six- 
teenth and  last  liCgislative  Assembly,of  the  Territory  and  tlie  First, 
Second,  Third,  and  Fourth  State  Legislatures  adorn  the  Li])i'ai'y.  W(^ 
are  always  glad  to  receive  additions  to  our  collection  of  portraits  and 
pictures  of  places  and  events,  and  desire  the  friends  of  the  Society  to 
remember  it  in  this  direction.

LAWS  AFFECTING  THE  SOCIETY. 


POLITICAL  CODE. 

Section  2381.  The  State  Library  consists  of  two  separate  depart- 
ments— First,  the  Law  Library;  Second,  the  Historical  and  Miscel- 
laneous Library.  The  former  is  under  the  control  of  a  Board  of  Five 
Trnstees,  of  which  the  Chief  Jnstcie  and  the  Associate  Justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court  shall  be  ex-officio  members,  the  Secretary  of  State  and 
State  Auditor,  of  which  Board  the  Chief  Justice  is  President  and  the 
Secretary  of  State,  Secretary.  The  latter  shall  be  under  the  control 
of  the  Board  of  five  Trustees,  appointed  by  the  Governor  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Senate.  The  members  of  both  Boards  shall 
serve  without  compensation,  and  the  term  of  those  not  serving  ex-offi- 
cio shall  be  for  two  years  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and 
qualified. 

Section  2382.    The  powers  and  duties  of  said  Boards  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  make  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  law,  for 
their  own  government  and  for  the  government  of  the  libraries  commit- 
ted to  their  care. 

2.  Till  otherwise  provided,  to  rent  suitable  rooms  for  the  libraries 
and  provide  necessary  furniture,  fuel  and  liglit  for  the  sauu^. 

3.  To  appoint  their  res]wrive  librarian  and  prescribe  their  duties 
not  otherwise  provided  for. 
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4.  To  sell  or  exchange  duplicate  copies  of  books  and  pay  the  money 
arising  therefrom  into  the  library  fnnd  of  the  department  to  which  it 
belongs. 

5.  To  see  that  the  books  ajid  other  property  of  the  respective  de- 
partment are  in  order  and  repair. 

6.  To  draw  from  the  State  Treasury  at  any  time  when  needed  for 
legitimiate  and  anthorized  expenses  any  moneys  belonging  to  the  fund 
of  their  respective  departments. 

7.  To  report  to  the  Governor  biennially  a  statement  of  all  im- 
portant transactions  with  suggestions  of  what  they  deem  necessary  for 
the  increased  utility  of  their  respective  departments. 

Section  2384.    It  is  the  duty  of  the  librarian  of  each  department: 

1.  To  be  in  attendance  at  the  Library  during  office  hours. 

2.  To  purchase,  under  the  direction  of  the  Trustees,  all  books, 
maps,  engravings,  paintings,  furniture  and  supplies  for  the  libraries. 

3.  To  number  and  stamp  all  books,  maps,  papers  and  pamphlets 
belonging  to  the  library  and  keep  a  (catalogue  thereof,  and,  as  the 
means  are  proAdded  therefor,  to  have  the  same  printed  and  distributed, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Trustees. 

4.  To  have  bound  all  books,  pamphlets  and  papers  when  directed 
thereto. 

5.  To  keep  a  register  of  all  books  and  property  belonging  to  the 
libraries,  the  additions  made  each  year  and  the  cost  thereof. 

6.  To  keep  a  register  of  all  books  or  other  property  taken  from  the 
library  under  the  authoritj^  of  the  Trustees. 

7.  To  establish  and  maintain  a  system  of  domestic  and  foreign  ex- 
change of  books,  maps  or  other  publications  and  to  obtain  from  the 
Secretary  of  State  such  numbers  of  all  State  publications  as  may  be 
needed  to  supply  the  demands  of  the  system  established. 

Section  2385.  All  persons  during  library  hours  are  pemiitted  to 
examine  the  libraries  and  their  contents.  During  sessions  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  the  members  thereof  may  take  books  from  the  librar- 
ies and  State  officials  may  do  so  at  any  time.  Law  books  may  be  taken 
from  the  library  to  the  court  room  by  any  attorney  and  returned  the 
same  day. 

Section  2389.  The  fund  of  the  Law  Library  Department  of  the 
State  Library  consists  of  the  fees  collected  and  paid  into  the  State  Treas- 
ury by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  twenty  per  cent  of  all  fees  paid  into 
the  State  Treasury  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  any  appro- 
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priation  specially  made  for  this  department  by  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly. The  fund  of  the  Historical  and  Miscellaneous  department  of  the 
State  Library  consists  of  the  receipts  from  the  sale  of  any  of  its  publi- 
cations, authorized  to  be  sold,  and  of  any  appropriation  specially  made 
in  its  behalf  by  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

Section  2391.  The  annual  salary  of  the  Librarian  of  each  depart- 
ment is  twelve  hundred  dollars,  payable  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the 
State  Treasury. 

Section  2r'392.  The  Librarian  must  execute  an  official  bond  in  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  Governor  and  de- 
posited with  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Section  2393.  In  addition  to  the  duties  prescribed  in  the  foregoing 
section  the  librarian  of  the  Historical  and  Miscellaneous  department 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Trustees  thereof : 

1.  Procure  by  purchase,  exchange  or  donation,  as  far  as  means  and 
opportunity  allow,  all  books,  writings,  letters,  journals,  and  narratives 
of  pioneers,  as  well  as  autographs,  maps  and  charts  illustrative  of  or 
relating  to  the  history  of  Montana  as  a  Territory  or  State. 

2.  He  shall  also  procure  specimens  of  the  metals  and  minerals,  of 
the  flora  and  fauna  of  the  State,  together  with  natural  curiosities  and 
antiquities,  preserving,  designating  and  displaying  the  same  under 
rules  prescribed  by  the  Trustees. 

3.  He  shall  procure  copies  of  all  newspapers  published  in  the  State, 
also  so  far  as  possible  of  all  books,  magazines,  pamphlets,  written  or 
published  in  the  State,  and  have  the  same  suitably  bound  for  reference 
and  preservation. 

4.  He  shall  each  year  publish  a  volume  of  transactions  and  contri- 
butions, under  the  supervision  of  the  Trustees,  who  shall  also  direct 
the  distribution  of  the  same  to  promote  exchanges  and  secure  addi- 
tions to  the  library. 

Section  2394.  The  librarian  of  either  department  of  the  State  Library 
is  authorized  to  pay  reasonable  freight,  express  and  mail  charges  upon 
books  or  other  articles  sent  to  the  library  by  the  general.  State  or  foreign 
governments  or  private  parties,  taking  proper  vouchers  therefor,  and 
upon  presentation  of  such  vouchers  to  the  Board  of  ExamiiK;rs  and  the 
allowance  thereof,  the  same  must  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Tr(^asm-y 
from  the  particular  library  fund  to  which  tliey  are  cliarg(^abl(\ 

Section  2395.  All  accoimts  for  tlie  rent  of  library  rooms,  fuel,  liglil, 
and  other  necessaries,  and  for  the  purchase  and  printing  of  1mm. ks,  fur- 
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niture  and  fixtures,  must  be  made  out  by  the  librarian  and  approved  by 
the  State  Board  of  Examiners  and  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury  from 
the  library  fund  to  whch  they  are  properly  chargeable. 

Section  2396.  There  is  hereby  appropriated  annually  for  the  salary 
of  the  librarian  of  each  department  of  the  State  Library  the  sum  of 
twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  for  the  purchase  and  printing  of  books  and 
other  necessary  expenses  the  further  STim  of  one  thousand  dollars  to 
each  o-f  said  departments. 

Approved  March  13,  1895.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I  v^ould  recommend  that  the  following  matters  be  placed  before 
the  Legislature  for  action,  namely : 

That  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  purchasing  of  the  Indian 
Relics  now  in  the  custody  of  the  Historical  Society,  and 

That  an  appropriation  be  made  for  sending  out  a  proper  person  to 
collect  historical  and  other  material  from  the  Pioneers  and  from  others 
who  may  be  in  the  possession  of  manuscripts,  diaries,  relics  and  curios 
illustrating  early  times  in  this  region.  A  person  who  could  interview 
many  of  the  elderly  people  of  Montana  in  person  could  get  valuable 
and  interesting  reminiscences  of  life  here  during  the  earlier  period  of 
our  history  and  other  material  of  an  historical  nature,  and  that  too 
Avhere  such  people  seldom  take  up  a  pen  for  writing  and  pay  little  heed 
to  letters.  He  could  also  add  materially  to  the  museum  while  many 
interesting  relics  may  be  obtained  which  will  soon  disappear.
